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REMUNERATION AND THE PROFESSIONAL 


It is specialized knowledge and training that determines one’s quali- 
fications for admittance to any of the’professions. Methods of compen- 


sation or remuneration vary within every profession. 
Over the years interior decorators ‘have questioned their professional 


status on the basis of “How can we hide professional status if our system 
i 
of compensation depends upon buying and selling merchandise?” Sys- 
tems of remuneration vary in every brofessional group and haven't the 
slightest bearing on professional eligibility. 
i 


Doctors deal in services and not cGmmodities, therefore they are com- 


pensated on a fee basis. The same ip true of lawyers. In both of these 


. . ‘ . . . 
professions the fees vary depending pn the degree of specialization. In 


the architectural profession the fees are standard. 


Pharmacy is a highly respected profession; the pharmacist, however, 
because of the nature of his profession, must buy and sell drugs, and 
in many instances he operates as a retail store selling items wholly un- 
connected with the business of filling prescriptions. In spite of this, no 


one questions his status as a professional. 

Like the architect the landscape architect is considered a professional. 
vet his remuneration is sometimes on a fee basis and at other times it 
is on the sale of flora to his clients. 

The real test of professionalisin is one’s “specialized knowledge and 
training.” The method of compensation has no bearing on professional 
status. The pharmacist, the landscape architect and the interior deco- 
rator are three professional groups who buy and sell commodities. 

The only barrier to full professional status in the field of interior 
decoration as a vocation would be a deficiency in knowledge, training 


and ethical standards—and the same applies to all professions.

For the house designed and owned by Architect Samuel! 
Paul for his own family’s living at Woodmere, overlook- 
ing a picturesque bay on Long Island, shown here, Ruth 
L. Strauss, AID was invited to do the interior decora- 
tion. The result bears out the architect’s conviction that 
any house planned for livability and comfort requires a 
specialist in interior decoration. It is due to this enthusi- 
astic cooperation between architect and interior designer 
that such a pleasing and livable house has resulted. 

Openness of plan and spaciousness. are the keynotes of 
the floor layout. And by taking advantage of the slope 
downward towards the rear of the plot, the upper floor 
has been placed on the same grade as the entrance, and 
the lower floor is below grade at the rear, allowing the 
main rooms to gain a beautiful view from floor-to-ceiling 
windows, with a delightful cantilevered screened balcony 
opening off the living room and master bedroom. 

Besides a bomb shelter, the ground floor features a 
game room and studio, and maid’s room with bath; the 
main floor, above, consists of all the essential rooms for 
living: living room, dining room, kitchen, bedrooms— 
those for the two children in a separate wing—and garage 
for two cars. The living room and master bedroom share 
the large through-fireplace between them. The commend- 


able plan arrangement of completely separating the mas- 
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Monochromatic yellow-green color scheme of living room reveals. 
nevertheless, surprising amount of color, including book bindings at 
one end and serve-through cabinet in dining area with panels in ver- 
milion, cobalt and gamboge yellow outlined in black and coatrasted 
with pure white areas, suggesting a Mondrian composition; walls and 
ceiling of redwood sheathing, floor covered in Masland grayed yellow- 


green Astrakan carpet from Mansion; Risom armchairs.

ter bedroom from the children’s wing—except for an 
intercommunication system—assures privacy and quiet. 

Lighting plays an important role in the interior design- 
ing of the house, many of the lighting fixtures being 
specially designed to contribute varying degrees of light- 
ing for various activities. For instance, to increase the 
picture quality of the wall treated as a Mondrian panel in 
the dining room, coved lighting occurs at the top of the 
unit. Painting problems,’too, had to be solved by the 
interior designer; one of which was producing a desir- 
able finish: a flat finish throughout was undesirable, as 
was a glossy finish, so the two types of paint were com- 
bined to bring out the proper depth in the color. 

It will be observed that the interior designer has 
interpreted the owner’s desire for natural colorings of 
wood, stone, etc., throughout, and added those of sand, 
grasses and green shrubs for a delightful decorative 
scheme. The exterior is dominated by redwood vertical 
siding, which is also used liberally on interior walls and 
ceilings, and a white marble-chip roof ends its slope in a 
protective overhang. The landscaping is treated as an 
integral part of the over-all design, with emphasis on 


division of activity areas and blended shrubbery.

One of the most attractive showrooms on the sixth 
floor of the Chicago Merchandise Mart is the new 
Kroll-Risom space which opened during the June 
Homefurnishings Show. Designed by Jens Risom 
and Boris Kroll in collaboration with architects 
Robert Stauber and Kenneth Malmgren, the 3,000 
square foot showroom is crisply contemporary with 
white walls and walnut panel dividers as quiet foils 
for the warm tones of the Risom walnut furniture 
and the rich hues of the Krolj fabrics, Ceiling-to- 
floor glass windows, divided by a sliding glass 
entrance panel, provide an attractive view of the 
showroom from the corridor outside. A specially 
designed Risom reception desk is set against a 
walnut panel which forms the front of a divider 
separating the Kroll and Risom areas, yet allowing 
a free flow of traffic from one section to the other. 
To the left, the complete Risom line of residential 
and business furniture is shown in groupings sug- 
gesting its great flexibility, while on the opposite 
side the Kroll collection of upholstery and drapery 
fabrics, including the new “Etruscan Series”, offers 
a brilliant panorama of color. Upholstered panels 
of fabric are arranged in a mural effect serving to 
display the fabric pulled taut and also to provide 
a room divider separating the entrance from the 
main area of the showroom and the sample racks.

Shore Drive Motel — Chicago 


The Shore Drive Motel, recently opened in Chicago, is something of a 
departure from the usual motel. Centrally located on the South Shore 


Drive, it is just a block from the Museum of Science and Industry, the 


city’s first attraction for tourists, a walk across an overpass to a beach, 


and a ten-minute drive to the Loop, Chicago’s theater and shopping 
district. Thus in planning the motel, interior designer Marion Heuer, 
AID, and architect A. Epstein & Sons realized that the site alone would 
make it a terminus for vacationers visiting the city and not just a 
roadside stop. 

Built and furnished at a cost of $1,500,000, the motel offers all the 
comfort and luxury of most large hotels, and a number of extras as well. 
Guests can drive to the door and register at a window, park in an 
underground garage, load their bags onto a luggage cart (if they prefer 
not to wait for a bellboy) and go to their rooms by an automatic ele- 
vator. Each of the 155 units, which include six two-room suites, is air 
conditioned, and two-thirds of them have extensive window areas with 
a view of Lake Michigan or Jackson Park. 

The oversized windows, although an asset, also created Mrs. Heuer’s 
first problem, that of privacy. This was solved by selecting linen fabric 
with printed metallic backing for the curtains. This helps to insulate 
and darken the rooms, and when the curtains are drawn offers privacy. 
Also, no lining is required. On those windows especially noticeable 
from outside, the curtains are hung in three tiers, each of which can 
be opened or closed independently, offering an attractive view to 
passersby. 

Wall-to-wall cotton carpeting is used in all the rooms in solid colors 
of luggage tan, green or mustard. This was chosen partly because it 


can be bought in wide widths, eliminating seams, and partly because

In each room, there is a wall 
light—a long brass bar with three individual adjustable spots. Desk 
lamps have washable and unbreakable shades. Pictures are framed 
ceramic tiles with colorful designs, which require no glass, created by 
Mr. and Mrs. Harris Strong, New York artists. 

For the bathrooms, Mrs. Heuer uses three different color schemes: 
aquamarine with light blue, orange with tan, or yellow with gold. Each 
bath has mirrored walls, and wide shelves topped with colored For- 
mica are used in place of medicine cabinets. 

The suites are designed both for family parties and business con- 
ierences. In addition to twin beds in the bedroom, the living room has a 
sofa bed which opens to accommodate two. A cocktail table can be 
raised and extended to dining or conference table size, and a bar cabi- 
net is included with the furnishings. 

Although the guests can register from outside, a spacious lobby is 
provided for them. Black, mustard and olive green carpeting is con- 
trasted with a sofa in luggage tan leather and chairs in a black textured 
iabric. Walls are of wood paneling and stone, with one corner of win- 
dows hung in a sheer white fabric. A wrought iron divider separates 


conversation groupings from the custom-made registration desk. 
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A single unit bedroom with mus- 
tard color carpeting from John R. 
Willis has bedspreads and walls 
of blending tones; the mustard 
and black Saran fabric on the 
Selig chairs can be cleaned with 
warm water; the desk lamp is 
from Heifetz, the wall light, Ex- 
celsior Lamp Co., the desk-dresser 
grouping in the corner is by Ram- 
seur.

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Wood Office Furniture Institute 


The wood office furniture industry is riding a glisten- 
ing groundswell of fresh design which bears close and 
appreciative inspection by the interior designer. Combin- 
ing imaginativé contemporary thinking with the natural 
beauty and warmth of woods, manufacturers are produc- 
ing clean new lines aimed at winning new acceptance in 
both the executive and general office fields. 

Much is happening in this industry which is of im- 
portance to the interior designer and his client, the busi- 
ness executive. Evidence of this activity is appearing on 
all sides. The ledger shows that, during the first three 
months of 1956, nineteen wood office furniture manufac- 
turers surveyed enjoyed an average sales increase of 
33.61 per cent over the same period in 1955. During 
1955, the business volume rose by a substantial 30.22 
per cent over 1954. 

Some of the reasons for this dramatic business upswing 
in wood office furniture can be gleaned from the answers 
to a questionnaire circulated recently to leading industry 
manufacturers. They reveal a surprising unanimity of 
thinking on the part of the nation’s wood office furniture 
manufacturers—a deep interest in contemporary design; 
faith in the modular concept: belief that the future lies 
in acceptance of and demands for multi-unit furniture 
groupings, and interest in new “end use” research to im- 
prove office equipment function. 

Most striking, however, is the visual evidence. In both 
the designers’ and office furniture exhibitions of the past 
year, exhibit after exhibit has been dominated by sleek, 
contemporary office furniture units in rich woods. 

There is a new elegance and grace in wood office furni- 
ture design and a surprising use of combinations of mate- 
rials to heighten decorative effects. During this past year, 
we have seen marble, plastics, metals, glass—even granite 
—used as complementary materials to rich walnuts, ma- 
hogany, cherry, oak, and rare rosewoods. We have seen 
enthusiasm for matched groupings of desks, chairs, 
credenzas, telephone cabinet and storage units, end and 
lamp tables. Executive desks have appeared with new 
free-form and sleek conference-overhang tops; secretarial 
desks have adjustable-height typewriter platforms and 
chairs with interchangeable back panels for “all-season” 
comfort; both executive and secretarial posture chairs 
have multiple controls that adjust not only the degree of 
back tilt and seat height, but the shallowness and depth of 
the seat itself. This flexibility is extended to the point of 
interchangeability in both desk and chair panels and 


reversible tops and pedestals in some desk lines. 


The Indiana Chair Company offers this at- 
tractive swivel chair in walnut with stand- 
ard walnut, mist gray walnut or mahogany 
finish; multiple coil spring seat construe 
tion on flexible steel webbing. 


From the collection of desks, cabinets and 
office assessories by Nucraft Furniture Com- 
pany is this contemporary coffee table in 
walnut, 41” by 20" by 1514" high. 















Robin Robinson, IDI, contract interior designer and furniture designer for Tay- 
lor Chair Company, was with the Contract Division of Marshall Field & Com- 
pany until 1954 when he opened his own business. Good design in office 
furniture, he feels, “becomes cold and sterile without the textures, without the 
beauty of material. Whatever the material, it must contribute to the beauty 
of the design through its form, color, texture, feel, as well as its function. This 
leads to the natural living materials—those that express beauty in themselves. 
The fact that fine furniture has always been made of wood helps to bridge the 
gap between styles of design, lending a subtle link with tradition, and adding 
stability and dignity.” 
















Flexibility is the keynote to this grouping 
from the Transformation collection of 
Moselle Desks, a division of the Taylor 
Chair Co. The reversible top can be re- 
moved by a turn of a coin in the brass fit- 
tings, and a wide variety of drawer and 
cabinet pedestals slip into place beneath 
it; a cane panel equipped with brass mount- 
ings fits easily into the desk front.

Under removable desk and cabinet slabs, in many new 
lines, may be placed interchangeable cabinet units for 
filing. storage, and communications equipment. The result 
of all this: beauty, function, and—that quality precious 
to the designer—adaptability. 

In brief, we are seeing an entire industry gear its de- 
sign and production to the interior designer’s premise 
that the office is the business executive’s downtown home 
—in which he spends more time than his living room, and 
in which he should enjoy the same comfort and contem- 
porary surroundings. 

To the designer, this means a wide variety and source 
of modular office furniture which enables him to design 
and furnish a downtown “home” for his client, utilizing 
his local dealer’s stock. 

The benefit to the businessman is clear: with the ad- 
vice of the interior designer, he can easily obtain a custom 
office, tailored to his working habits and needs, and fur- 
nished from stock pieces. This, in essence, is the meaning 
of the modular movement. Modular units, of course, also 
allow easy rearrangement of office furniture when staff 
expansions, changes in work-flow, and other operating 
alterations necessitate interior shifts. But “portability,” 
to coin a word for this asset, is only a subordinate benefit 
of the modular design. Its prime asset is adaptability to 
the designer’s concept, and, through him, to the business 
office’s requirements. 

What has brought this new spectrum of design, this 
modular movement, and this new appreciation of wood, 
to fruition? The influences present a complex picture. In 
order to appreciate what has happened, one must go back 
some three decades. At that time, the venerable roll-top 
desk—an excellent example of early twentieth century 
functional furniture—began to fade from the office scene. 
Its demise followed the appearance of the office secretarial 
staff and the filing cabinet—created, in turn, by the 
steady increase in business paper work and office respon- 
sibilities. The disappearance of the old roll-top left a 
vacuum into which moved the flat-top desk—an isolated 
psuedo-functional shell—which became known as_ the 
“sanitary” style. The state of the industry and the busi- 
ness office of that era can be described graphically by 
citing the fact that desks and chairs were sold by the 


inch and the pound. 








Charles U. Deaton, designer of the Document Group for the Leopold Company, 
has worked in Chicago, New York and St. Louis, designing appliances, office 
furniture and interiors. “It is seldom,” he feels, “that a product can be 
designed in a single material; but, if my choice were free, it would be wood. 
I believe that our need of wood in things we use and live with is a part of our 
nature. Its warmth of color, grain and texture make it seem more kindly 














toward us.”

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A few years later, the cast-iron conservatism and 
sterility ot the business office began to crack under the 
pressures of a new economy which demanded office ef- 
ficiency and tasteful surroundings. Manufacturers began 
designing period suites after the household movement, 
and the healthy influence of the budding interior design 
profession began to make itself felt in the business field. 
The changing architecture of the time heightened the need 
for sound interior design and created new appreciation of 
the importance of considering any structure as an in- 
tegrated whole whose interior appointments were as 
necessary to function and beauty as the exterior face. 
This created a need for the professional designer of in- 
teriors—a need which has grown through the years with 
the increasing complexity of business, mounting economic 
problems, the need for more efficient utilization of space, 
and the emergence of the business office as the public re- 
lations “face” of the business firm. 

An abortive attempt to fill the multiplying needs of 
the businessman was the development of the so-called 
“stream-lined” office. This was the product of industrial 
revolution—sterile, static and lifeless office furnishings 
which satisfied neither the need for beauty nor function. 
Office furniture suppliers acted in haste to fill orders 
accruing from business expansion. The metal interests. 
seeking new outlets for their new capacity, re-tooled and 
aimed their big promotion guns at the office market. Pro- 
motion, mechanical efficiency and a new international, 
metallic style in architecture brought them a large 
measure of success in the general office market. Not in the 
executive office, however; and thus emerged a curious 
double standard—a situation in which the executive 
would order for his employees a type of furniture which 
he would not consider using himself. 

These inroads into their traditional markets jogged the 
wood office furniture manufacturers, who had been mov- 
ing more slowly into contemporary design and were pre- 
occupied mainly with maintaining their fame as makers 
of top-quality products. This healthy influence of free 
enterprise competition, wood manufacturers say frankly. 
stimulated the industry and accelerated the contemporary 
movement. 

Another significant factor of influence has been the re- 
cent turn of events in architecture. Some of us believe the 
interior designer has had more than a little to do with it. 
There are signs that the so-called “international” style 
of modern building design has reached a dead end of 
inspiration and will slowly die out when the chain-reac- 
tion of imitation has run its course. This has been pre- 
dicted, of course, for several years, since the time when 
it became clear that the internationalists based their de-

There is a demand in many varied fields for interior design, and it is refreshing to 
see how the interior designer, with daring imagination, amplifies this influence, It is 
with the intention of aiding the progress that INTERIOR DESIGN presents herewith the 
representative work of graduate students from ten of the leading schools of interior 
design in the U. S. illustrating the scope of their activity. From this vast reservoir of 
creativeness, represented by these examples, business and professional demands can 
draw upon immediate available talent for their requirements. Some of these graduates 
will open their own shops to specialize in a particular style of furnishings; a few 
will become specialists in residential or in office. store, hotel, motel, steamship, 
yacht, airplane, or restaurant interiors: others will secure positions in home- 
furnishings stores or manufacturing firms, as interior designers, buyers, consultants, 
stylists, or designers on the sales staff.

This technological “package” concept of the fine arts,

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proper use of color, whose psychological effects we know 
to have a direct bearing on employee efficiency. 

In order to meet the challenges posed by these op- 
portunities, the industry manufacturers have formed an 
industry-wide trade association, the Wood Office Furni- 
ture Institute. Since its establishment last March, the 
industry association has embarked upon a number of 
ambitious programs designed to accelerate this heartening 
promise of prosperity. At present, WOFI comprises 19 of 
the United States’ and five of Canada’s leading wood 
office furniture manufacturers. Other producers are ex- 
pected to seek membership in the near future. 

One WOFI program involves the office furniture in- 
dustry’s first organized effort to obtain accurate and 
comprehensive market data. By launching a market 
analysis study, the industry will obtain the first authori- 
tative information ever assembled on comparative sales 
of furniture types and styles, together with an analysis 
‘of those markets which will provide the most productive 
sources of new business. Another facet of the Institute 
program is aimed at developing a fund of technological 
selling data for wood office furniture. We are aware, for 
example, that wood furniture as turned out by our re- 
putable old-line manufacturers is durable. But how dur- 
able? There are no figures available to meet a hard- 
headed purchasing agent’s challenges. It isn’t enough to 
say that our American antiques are wood, or that much 


of the wood furniture in our business offices is, unhappily,
